Tas U.S. Goveanment ano tue Mopocs.—A 
Washington dispateh of October Sth says :— 
‘The Secretary of War, after consultation with 
the President, bas decided upoa the diszposi- 
tion to be made of the Modocs belonging to 
the late Captain Jack's band. An order em- 
bodying bis decision will be issued this 
week. It is thought the worst members of 
the band will be confined at Alcatraz, and 
the others placed on some reservation under 
the watchful eye of the military. The State 
authorities of Oregon insist upon the sar:en- 
der of certain members of the band, to be 
tried by the Courts of that State, on the 
charge of murder and robbery; but it is 
doubtful whether the Goverament will accede 
to this request. At the time of their surren- 
der they were demanded by the Oregon 
authorities.

The Pacific Cable Project.—Con- 
figuration and Depth of the 
Bed of the Morth Pacific— 
Cruise of the U.S.85. 
Puscarora. 


We are indebted to a gentleman on board 
of the United States ship Tuscarora for the 
information given below relative to the souud- 
ings now being prosecuted with a view of 
obtaining data for the projected submarine 
telegraph cable between the coast of this 
sorthern continent and a point on the Asiatic 
shore, The intelligence will be new and io. 
valuable to science, and we bave no doubt 
will be perused with interest by readers 
everywhere, no matter in what quarter of the

Sia :—The following isa brief account of 
the late trip of the Tuscarora :— 

We took our departure frem Cape Flattery 
on the morning of the 17th ult., and between 
that time and the 30th ult, ran a distance of 

1114 miles on the great cirele route between 
Cape Flattcry and Atcha inthe Aleutian 
Group. 

We sounded several times ioside the 100 
fathom line, more fur the purpose of 
thoroughly testing the working of our appa- 
ratus than for any other reason. When at a 
distance of 207 miles from Cape Flattery the 
depth of water suddenly decreazed from about 
1000 fathoms te less thao 600 fathoms, show- 
ing the existence of a sabmarive mountain 
nearly 2500 feet in height. From thie moun- 
tain to the position of our last cast, we found 
the surface of the ocean bed to iucrease in 
depth in a ratio of about a fathom to a mile. 

The last cast was in a depth of 2534 
fathoms, in latitude 53° 58/:N., longitude 153° 
00’ west; then having buta small amount 
of coal on hand we put back for this port. 

Our apparatus worked admirably. Sir 
Wm. Thompson's machine with fine piano 
wire, is, undoubtedly the best apparatus for 
sounding purposes now known. 

“I thnk there is no other material with which 
the depth can be accurately ascertained as 
with wire—it goes straight down, and as it 
presents but a small surface to the action ot 
the water there is but little friction, and a: 
soon as the sinker strikes the bottom the fact 
is instantly indicated by the dyuamometer 
attached to the apparatus. 

Ateach cast specimens of the ocean bed 
and of the under surface water were brought 
op as well as.the temperature of the water 
within a few feet of the ocean bed. 

Ateach cast boats were sent away from 
the sbip, and the set and strength of the 
under surface and surface currents de- 
termined. 

We will proceed to Nanaimo to morrow for 
coal, and will put to sea again with as little 
delay as possible, and will sound as much 
further to the westward as we can before tb 
winter gales set ia. °
